that the ro bbery had been made by an

hang er-o n with

Hag enbeck-Wallace 
sho ws, 
which 
went to Co nnersv ille fro m here. They 
spent the day o n the jo b and were 
successful o n the v ery ev e o f failure, 
when they believ ed-that their lo ng and 
ho t search wTOuld be unrewarded. 
As so o n as Grin dle an d Bu ck ler a r­ 
riv ed in Co n n ersv ille y esterday mo rn ­ 
in g , th ey h ad a search warran t swo rn 
o u t, g iv in g th em th e rig h t to ex amin e 
th e p ro p erty o f th e Hag en beck -Wal­ 
lace sh o ws.

Auto Tires Get a Boost 


The twenty per cent, adv ance in the 
price of au tomobile tires annou nced 
by the mak ers Ju ly 1st is general 
throu ghou t the tire indu stry . 
Slight 
v ariations are fou nd from the av erage 
among the different companies, bu t 
the ordinary consu mer will pay ju st 
20 cents on the dollar more than he 
did before the month of Ju ly set in. 
Among the v ariations from the ru le 
are an adv ance u p to 35 per cent, 
on the smaller tires by the G. & J. 
company and no adv ance on red ru b­ 
ber stock by the Empire company . 
The latter is tru e in v iew of the re­ 
cent u ptu rn on the red ru bber v ari- 
ties. 
Comparison of au tomobile tire 
prices today since the adv ance of 
those prev ailing sev eral 
day s 
ago 
does not show mu ch mark ed differ­ 
ence. 
Three y ears ago with ru bber prices 
far below their present lev el, tires 
cost abou t the same as now. 
The 
new schedu le is not promised for an 
indefinite 
length 
of time. It is 
thou ght that it will endu re at least 
two or three months. Ultimately the 
prices mu st tu mble. 
With the pre­ 
sent qu otations based on the price of 
cru de ru bber they 
will 
fall 
when 
cru de ru bber falls. Stock s of the old 
crop on hand are not su fficient to 
bring a decline, bu t with the harv est­ 
ing of the new crop nex t winter lower 
prices are ex pected. 
The prediction was made not long 
ago by the head of one of the large 
manu factu ring companies interested 
in the trade that lower ru bber was 
only a qu estion of time. 
His ju dg­ 
ment was based on a trip into the 
wilds of Sou th America whence the 
best ru bber comes. According to this 
man, only the border of the area able 
to produ ce ru bber has been tou ched.
